Husband’s Strarige Confession. , 


The Chicago police declare that 
they have secured one of the 
most extraordinary confessions 
known’ in the .annals of crime 
from Warren Lincoln, who is said 
‘to be a distant relative of -Abra- 
ham Lincoln and'who is alleged to 
have. admitted killing . his | wife, 
Lina, last year by striking. her on 
the head. with a poker after she 


| had shot ard killed her own bro- 


ther-and to have incinerated both 
-bodies in the furnace of his 
‘greenhouse. Lincoln was arrest- | 
ed on a charge of obtaining 
money from his wife’s relatives 
under false -pretences, and when 
taken into custody he amazed the 
police, it is alleged, with a con- 
fession which sounded like the 
ravings of a madman, hut which 
‘subsequent investigation tends to 
substantiate. 
Lincoln, who ig a lawyer, accused. 
his wife of infidelity, and her bro- 
ther, Byron Shoup, joined him in 
demanding that she should mend 
her ways. Later his wife ied to 
poison_him. Linciln_: by 
Acanaint his coffee, bu hang- 
ed cups with her brother, who 
became very ilk A quarrel re- 


sulted. Lina shot and killed her | Shole, 


brother, and Lincoln, in’ turn, 
killed her With a poker. After 
burning the bodies, he soaked his 
own clothing in blood and. dis- 
appeared. The police believed 
that the brother and sister killed 
him and fled.
